As the touring choir, the A Cappella Choir is one of the outstanding musical 
organizations on the college campus. Members are selected from both the College 
and the Conservatory. Eligibility for the Choir is dependent upon scholastic 
standing, as well as musicianship.

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As a new organization on the campus this year, the Chapel Choir has be- 
come a vital part of the musical life of the College and Conservatory. Its ranks 
have been open to all who enjoy singing. The Choir took an active part in the 
worship services of the College Church and gave a spring concert with the Band. 
During the Christmas season, the Chapel Choir joined the Shenandoah Choral 
Society in the presentation of Handel’s Messiah. At Easter, the group participated 
in the performance of a Bach Cantata and The Seven Last Words by Heinrich 
Shutz. 


THE ORCHESTRA 


The Shenandoah Conservatory of Music Sinfonietta, consisting of thirty 
members, is conducted by Dean J. Edgar Anderson. It is a small symphony with 
an instrumentation of ten violins, three violas, five cellos and double basses, flute, 
oboe, two clarinets, bassoon, two horns, two trumpets, two trombones, and _ per- 
cussion. 


The Orchestra rehearses three times each week. Two of the rehearsals are 
spent in working on its own programs, and the third period is a laboratory for 
the use of Conservatory students. During that period, original compositions and 
orchestrations by Conservatory students are rehearsed, and student conductors 
are given an opportunity to direct. 


The Sinfonietta plays music selected from the standard orchestral literature 
and includes symphonies, overtures, and suites which can best be played by a 
smaller orchestra. Works of such contemporary American composers as Howard 
Hanson, Roy Harris, and Burrill Philips receive considerable attention. 


In addition to its regular concerts, the Orchestra made several off-campus 
appearances and also assisted the Chorus in its Easter concert. 


THE STRING ENSEMBLE 


The Shenandoah Conservatory of Music String Ensemble, consisting of fifteen 
members selected from the string choir of the Conservatory Sinfonietta, is also 
conducted by Dean J. Edgar Anderson. Its instrumentation consists of four 


first violins, four second violins, three violas, two cellos, and two double basses. 


The String Ensemble rehearses once each week and plays the standard 
literature for such groups. Typical of the works performed are Grieg’s “Holberg” 


Suite, Mozart’s Eine Kleine Nacht Musik, and Barlow’s Soliloquy for Flute and 


Strings. 
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All students of the College and Conservatory who play band instruments are 
invited to join the Band. A large amount of music is read each year in order to 
acquaint the music education students with as much music of the Band as pos- 
sible. The Band played for several chapel programs, basketball games, and pre- 
sented concerts on and off the campus. An opportunity to rehearse the Band in 
compositions of their own choosing is offered to all students majoring in the field 
of music education. 


The Shenandoah College Band has had a colorful past. During the First 
World War the College Band enlisted in the U. S. Army as a Regimental Band 
and, under the directorship of Prof. W. H. Ruebush, made an enviable record 
for those of us of the present and the future to emulate.

The Brass Choir is composed of a group of students selected from those 
majoring in brass instruments. The main source of music for this group is by 
composers of the sixteenth and seventeenth centuries, when brass instrumental 


music flourished widely. The repertory also includes compositions by modern 


composers. 


WOODWIND ENSEMBLE 


The Conservatory Woodwind Ensemble, under the direction of Mr. W. Lee 
Mack, is a new addition to the many musical activities at Shenandoah. First 
organized during the 1947-48 school year, the ensemble has been for the past two 
years an active participant in musical activities at Shenandoah, Madison College, 
and at high schools and music club meetings in Rockingham County. Woodwind 
chamber music combinations vary from duets to sextets with a repetoire of fine 


music ranging from 17th century to contemporary works.

ROLAND GARVIN 
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A charter was granted to Shenandoah College for the Zeta Kappa Chapter 
of Phi Theta Kappa, a national honorary scholastic society, on June 9, 1947. This 
is a non-secret organization established to promote scholarship, develop character, 
and cultivate fellowship among the students of both sexes of the junior colleges 
of the United States of America. 


To become eligible for membership in Phi Theta Kappa, a student must be 
regularly enrolled in the college division, have completed at least one term or 
semester, and have a grade point ratio of not less than 2, which is a “B” average 
on all college work, previous to election. He must be of good moral character and 
pessess recognized qualities of citizenship as judged by the faculty committee and 
active members. 

On December 12, 1947, seven Charter Members were initiated and, since that 
time, the names of nine additional students have been added to the membership. 
Roland Garvin is the only member initiated last year who is on the campus at the 
present time. 
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The Thespians, the dramatic club of Shenandoah College and Shenandoah 
Conservatory of Music, began a very active year by presenting several one-act 


plays staged by members of the Play Production Class. These were well received. 
The club continued to present skits in Assembly, and for different occasions. 


For their major production they presented Alice Duer Miller’s, “The Charm 
School,” to a large and appreciative audience on March 1, 1949, 


On May 17, they again presented an evening’s program of three one-act plays 
as their final offering for the year. 


DELTA PSI OMEGA 


In the spring of 1940, three enthusiastic Thespians secured a charter for the 
Delta Psi Omega to be organized at Shenandoah College and Shenandoah Con- 


servatory of Music. 


This society was organized as an honorary dramatic fraternity for the purpose 
of providing a society for those doing a high standard of work in dramatics. 
The fraternity does not take the place of the regular Dramatic Club, but as 
students qualify, they are rewarded by election to membership in this organization. 


This election is a recognition of excellence of participation in college dramatics. 


There are about twenty-five members at this time. 


INTERNATIONAL RELATIONS CLUB 
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The International Relations Club is under the auspices of the Carnegie En- 
dowment for Peace. The history of International Relations Clubs really began in 
1914, when clubs were organized to stimulate interest in international relations, 
under the name of International Polity Clubs. However, in the autumn of 1920, 
the clubs assumed the name International Relations Clubs. 


Following are some of the many ways in which the International Relations 
Club benefits students: Student interest in international affairs is aroused and 
made durable; students are made to realize that international problems are ex- 
ceedingly complex and that these problems have a multiplicity of answers; stu- 
dents learn how to conduct and to participate in public meetings. The Internation- 
al Relations Club provides an opportunity for many pleasant social relations, for 
both advisors and students. 


Periodically, the Carnegie Endowment supplies the latest books and materials 
on international affairs. 


BASEBALL TEAM 


The Hornets 1949 Baseball Team is made up of many new members. Only 
Bill Dahl, George Bailey and Buddy Thacker were members of last years’ squad. 

Although many of the boys are inexperienced, they have shown a great deal 
of enthusiasm in their practice sessions. ‘Skip’ Hill, who is playing his first year 
of organized baseball, has shown great promise on the pitching staff. Bob Danley 
and George Bailey are also working out for mound duty. Bill Dahl will probably 
do much of the catching. 

E. H. Poole, Buddy Thacker, Bill Nunn, Eddie Byrd, and George Booth will 
make up the infield positions. Don Proffitt, Gene Skelton, Al Barco, Don Harri- 
son, Norman Workman, and Otis Boyd will comprise the outfield positions.
